The committee of - had 
asked the board to act in setting 
aside the agreement under a pro- 
vision of the Transportation . Act 
allowing the board to set asidé an 
agreement if a wage or salary in- 
crease is likely to increase the 
rates of the carrier. 

The board in its communication 
addressed to W. M. Jeffers. chair- 
man of the managers’ committee, 
sets forth that the western man- 
agers asked the board to act on 
the following facts: 


BOARD'S DECISION 

That ti.e board handed down 
a decision disposing of most of the 
disputes between railroads and 
their engineers and firemen by 
granting to the employees an in- 
crease pay and to the carriers 
certain modifications of working 
rules, that the Southern Pacific

The application for increased 
rates for engineers and firemen on 
most Class I carriers, except the 
western roads, was settied in ne- 
gotiations between the carriers and 
the employees on the basis of an 
agreement reached on the New 
York Central Lines. Western car- 
riers insisted, hewever, that many 
rules in this agreement were re- 
strictive and the board finally as- 
sumed jurisdiction of the case. 

Organizations representing the 
men refused to appear before the 
board, after which the board insti- 
tuted action in the Federal courts 
to compel their appearance. The 
board received a favorable decision 
in the lower courts and the case 
is now before the Supreme Court. 
Without hearing evidence from the 
men, the board last month hand- 
ed down a decision granting the 
men an increase in pay and grant- 
ing the carriers modifications in 
certain rules. 


RISE IS ALLOWED 


The Southern Pacific, jowever, 
in an agreement with its own em- 
ployees, allowed practically the in- 
crease the decision gave, 
but waived the modifications in 
rules that the board granted this 
carrfer, and the others involved. 

The argument of the managers’

718,789, compared to 8,378,962 for 
John W. Davis, and 4,822,319 for 
Robert M. La Follette. The total 
popular vote for the three leading 
candidates was 28,920,070. in 1920 


for all ca tes it was 26,711,- 
183. 

Despite the record-breaking plu- 
rality for Coolidge, which was 334,- 


980 more than given Warren G. 
Harding four years ago, the Cool- 
Age total was 433,411 less than 
that of Harding, due to the pres 
ence in the field of a third ticket. 
Harding’s total was 16,162,290. 

Davis received a smaller vote 
Dy 768,391 than did James NX. 
Cox in 1920. The total for Cox 
was 9,147,363.

It is the present purpose to re- 
port the administration bill favor- 
ably before the Senate takes up on 
January 6, the President's veto of 
the salary rise bill passed at the 
last session.

The example of the Paris Cham- 
ber of Commerce in establishing a 
commercial school for foreign stu- 
dents in connection with the Ecole 
des Hautes Etudes Commerciales of 
Paris, has raised the question 
whether similar schools in the 
United States would not be ad- 
vantageous for the thousands of 
young men who come to this coun- 
try to study American commerce 
and industry. 

The American section of the In- 
ternational Chamber of Commerce 
has been informed that cotirses at 
the Paris school will begin this 
winter They are designed entire- 
ly for toreign stu“ents and are di- 
vided into two periods covering 
one school year, at the conclusion 
of which a certificate is given. 

The courses cover commerce, ac- 
counting and finance, general 
chemistry, commercial and ind-1s- 
trial technology, economic geog- 
raphy, transportation, contempo- 
rary, economic evolution, commer- 
cial, maritime and industrial law, 
‘and French and other languages. 

Attention is called to the fact 
that many foreign students go to 
France to study the traditions and 
methods of its lMterary,. artistic and 
scientific culture. The Paris Cham- 
ber of Commerce urges that in the 
ease of commercial teaching, sim- 
ar resources should be made 
available to foreign students in the 


versity of their earlier training and 
of anch length as not to require too 
long an absence from their own 
countries.—[Kansas City Times.
